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1. THE EC COMMISSION INFORMED THE MISSIO'N THAT THE EC PLANS TO 
ATTEND THE MEETING IN GENEVA CALLED BY NORWEGIAN FOREIGN MINISTER 
EVENSEN TO CONSIDER COMMITTEE I MATTERS IN PREPARATION FOR THE 
NEXT SESSION OF THE UN LAW OF THE SEA CONFERENCE, AS AT THE UNLOS 
SESSION IN NEW YORK LAST SUMMER, THE EC WILL BE REPRESENTED BY 
BOTH THE COMMISSION (INCLUDING DEPUTY DIRECTOR GENERAL FOR 
EXTERNAL AFFAIRS GALLAGHER AND LEGAL COUNSEL HARDY) AMD THE EC 
COUNCIL INCLUDING GENERAL SECRETARIAT OFFICIALS (NOTABLY LEGAL 
DIRECTOR VIGNES) AND THE UK IN THE COUCNiL PRESIDENCY ROLE,

3. COMMISSION AND GENERAL SECRETARIAT SOURCES STATED THAT THE 
PER 22 -25 DATE FOR THE ACP MEETING WAS SELECTED IN ORDER TO HELP 
PR PPARF THE ACP STATES FOR THE EVENSEN MEETING THE FOLLOWING 
WEEK. THEY ARE STRESSING THE TECHNICAL AND INFORMATIONAL CHARACTER 

OF THE MEETING A NO HOPE THAT IT WILL HELP PERMIT THE ACP PARTICIPANTS 
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TO PLAY A BETTER INFORMED AND MORE CONSTRUCTIVE ROLE AT THE 
EVENSEN MEETING AND SUBSEQUENT lOS MEETINGS.
